Cleveland 
looked much, this morning, as did the 
Quaker City at tlio dawn of the memorable 
celebration of July 4th, of the centennial 
year. The already abundant decorations of 
yesterday had been largely added to during 
the evening and niglii, until Hags innumer- 
able and acres of hunting floated in the 
breeze. Those who had predicted fair 
weather upon the report of t lie signal ser- 
vice that a storm was inevitable, were not 
disappointed when the sun rose- The sky 
was cloudless, and there was every promise 
of a beautiful day. By i) o'clock, pedestrian- 
ism on Superior street and Euclid avenue 
was next door tn an impossibility. 

BUSINESS SUSPENDED. 
Business in the city was entirely sus- 
pended, and it seemed as if two-thirds of tlio 
quarter million inhabitants of tlio city had 
turned out en masse to fraternize with the 
fifty thousand. or more visitors froi.< out- 
side points. At twelve o'clock General 
James Burnett gave the word for the head 
of the vast procession to move from Erie 
street at the trumpet Must, and on the 
moment n hundred vetoraus, ten abreast 
wheeled around tilt 1 corner and up the ave- 
nue. Some were in Grand Army uniform 
and some iw civilian attire. At their head 
they curried two torn, tattered ami faded 
battle flags. Meanwhile the various divis- 
ions of the parade had begun to form on the 
streets running east of Euclid avenue and 
west from Erie. Two hours later the head 
of the column, (Gurfield'a old regiment, the 
42nd Ohio) passed through the arch of the 
entrance te the cemetery. Along the line 
the veterans were enthusiastically cheered. 

A NOTABLE EVENT 

of the parade was when the carriages, oc- 
cupied by the President, the cabinet, Gen- 
oral Sherman and other guests, came along 
Euclid avenue. The cnthusias.il was un- 
bounded. Cheer after cheer went up for the 
President. Directly a strong-lunged en- 
thusiast caught sight of General Sherman 
and called for cheers for " Uncle Billy Sher- 
man." When tlie cheering ceased some one 
struck up tiie opening notes of "Marching 
through Georgia,'-' and in a moment thou- 
sands of voices were joining in the refrain. 
General Sherman sut back with a stolid 
look on his countenance until the refrain 
was reached, nnd t hen he stood up in the 
carriage, and baring Ids head, bowed again 
and again to tlie right and tlie left. It was 
2:20 when the head of the column reached 
the monument, and when the carriage oc- 
cupied by the President, reached

President Hayes made a few remarks, and 
prayer was offered by Right Rev. Bishop 
Leonard, of tho Episcopal church, and then 
oame the presentation of Hon. Jacob 1).

As the last note? died upon the air, the 
officers of the Grand Cominandry mounted 
to the four corners of tlio upper balcony of 
the monument, and as many buglers blew a 
ringing blast to the north, south, east and 
west. Every head was bared, and many 
bowed when Sir Knight L. F. Vancleve, 
from his position ut tho entrance of the 
memorial chamber, delivered a fervent in- 
vocation. At its conclusion, a proclamation 
was then made by Grand Generalissimo Sir 
Huntington Brown, that the memorial of 
Sir Knight James Abraham Garfield had 
been dedicated to tlie uses designed. With 
the pronouncing of the benediction tlie ex- 
orcises were brought, to a lilting conclusion. 
The presidential party were at once driven 
back to the city and will leave for Wash- 
ington to-night.

STANLEY BANQ0ETTED. 

London, May 30. — The banquet given in 
honor of Henry M. Stanley at the American 
Legation, this evening, was ono of tlie most 
notable of the many complimentary enter- 
tainments of which the explorer has been 
made the recipient since his return to Eng- 
land. Nearly 400 guests were present, in- 
cluding the entire American legation and 
consulate. Among tlie more prominet of 
the guests were Air. James v - iiistler, Max 
O'Reil, Paul Du Chailles, and five members 
of the New York and Loudon bank- 
ing family ot Seligman. The re- 
mainder of those present comprised the 
leading American residents and sojourners 
Loudon. The special guest of the occa- 
sion was more prompt in arriving than has 
been his custom at previous gatherings in 
his honor, and appeared less reticent and 
exclusive than usual. In bis speech ill re- 
ply to the toast of the guest of the evening, 
.Stanley disappointed many by making do 
mention whatever of the question of Ids 
citizenship, since everybody lias evinced cu- 
riosity to know whether he will feel himself 
at liberty to accept any title or other mark 
of distinction which it may please 
the Queen to bestow upon him. Stanley 
is now an American citizen, though he has 
been a subject of the Queen, and no one is 
as yet informed as to whether bo is at 
liberty to avail himself of Her Majesty'.', 
gracious intention toward him, or in leed 
whether or not be still regards himself as 
an American. Stanley's remarks as well 
aa his manner were not particularly im- 
pressive until he proceeded to refer to i lie 
recent reply of Lord Salisbury to his asser- 
tions that the government was throwing 
away her chances in Africa through, apathy, 
while Germany was improving hers. In 
refuting tlie allusions of tlie premier to him- 
self, Stanley became animated in manner and 
forcible in speech. As a souvenir of tlie oc- 
casion each guest was presented with an 
album containing photographs and auto- 
graphs of the explorer and tlie staff which 
accompanied him on bis journey across the 
dark continent. 

THE INTERNATIONAL TENNIS CONTEST, 

At the conclusion of the international 
tennis contest at Dublin, to-day, Pctlit was 
publicly declared the champion tennis 
player of the world and awarded the stake 
money, $5,000, amid tremendous cheering. 
The American champion was also publicly 
congratulated by his English competitor, 
■Saunders. 

THE NORTH DONEGAL skat. 

The selection by Parnell of .Sir John 
Pope Hennessy, formerly governor of the 
Mauritius, to contest the parliamentary 
seat for North Donegal, niide vacant by the 
resignation of James K. Doherty, is regard- 
ed as an ill-advised nomination by the 
nationalists generally. Sir John is a man 
of unquestioned] ability and integrity, 
and an earnest advocate of home rule; but 
he is not and. has never been in accord 
with tlie bulk of the Nationalist party, 
owing to his out-spoken condemnation of 
certain methods with which he was not in 
sympathy. Of course, there is no doubt of 
his election should he consent to stand, but 
Purnell's insistence upon his candidacy in 
the faco of strong opposition within the party 
cannot be otherwise than productive of 
friction difficult to relieve.

A Singular SlarVlag Case. 

DirnnQ.DE, Iowa, May 29.— The case of 
Thomas Francis Sutton here is attracting 
the attention of medical men all over the 
country. Not an ounce of solid food has 
Ctone into his stomach for eleven weeks, and 
he is slowly dying of starvation, though he 
experiences none of the pangs of hunger. 
His stomach and intestines are paralyzed, 
caused primarily by an injury to the spine. 
He is entirely rational, and talks cheerful- 
ly of the inevitable, and that can be but a 
little ways off. He is devoutly pious and 
spends much time with priests and Sisters 
of Charity. There is not a pound of flesh 
on his whole body. 

THE SINItLB TAX. 

A barge Mectlug Discusses this Question and 
(ialns the Opinion of Some of the 
Candidates. 

The call for a mass meeting in the in- 
terests of the single tax question was 
successful in attracting a largo gathering 
in the Victoria theatre last evening. 
Mr. Charles Reid presided, and the plat- 
form was occupied by several of the poli- 
tical candidates, us well as somo repre- 
sentative citizens. 

The chairman traced tho land question 
in England, Scotland and Ireland, from 
which he deduced that no one had a bet- 
ter right to tho soil than tho man who 
tills It. Looking at this matter from 
single tax spectacles it would be con- 
sidered as the root of all tho evil. Tho 
men who till the soil have no rights 
which tho government seem to respect. 
If this system has produced evil lesults 
in Great Britain and Ireland, he pre- 
sumed the same results would occur 
here, and attributed its not existing here 
to the Binallness of the population. 
Therefore, they had taken the initiative 
in this matter ,io obviate those evils. The 
claim that refusal of absolute ownership 
of land to any man would de- 
populate tho country ho endeavored 
to disprove by some local illustrations. 
Under the single' tax system the land was 
the heritage of the community and should 
be used for the benefit of the community. 
He asked if it was necessary to give large 
grants to railways for building their lino, 
and he answered the question in the 
negative, stating that it was too people 
and not the railways that opened up the 
country, and that it was the people who 
should reap the benefit of the improve- 
ment on the land. The people in the 
old country aro discontented over the 
system which exists there, and which, if 
applied in British Co umbia, would pro- 
duce the same resubs hero. 

Mr. Jackson read the following reso- 
lution: 

That in t lie opinion of this meeting tho time 
lias arrived when thoro should ba Bomeprac- 
tlcai effort made to reform or change our pre- 
sent method of taxation. 

At tlio present time if a mini erects a house, 
plants an orchard, or in any way adds wealth 
to the community, wo lino him by laying a tax 
on his Improvements, 

Such a method of , taxation discourages im- 
pr vomenr, chock's production, and encourages 
Bnoeulal ion in land. 

What wo nood Is a method of taxation that 
will oncourago the production and equitable 
distribution of wealth. 

Therefore, he it resolved I hat we, a portion 
of the electors of the city Of Victoria, in mass 
mooting assembled, demand from those who 

seek our support, that they pledge themselves 
to use their Influence in BUOUrlng legislation 

basod on tho principles of the single tax, as set. 
forth In the works of Henry George. 

Mr. Jackson dwelt on tho principles of 
political economy, generally but particu- 
larly applied to the single tax question. 
A tax should not hamper production as it 
doos, which bo instanced from illustra- 
tions. The stupidity of our present tax

all the powers to bring them about. -He 
asked the candidates to carefully study 
these questions. Ho thought, if poli- 
ticians had studied them, tho pauperism 
and soup- kitchens of the great centres of 
civilization would not be seen. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, as the sonior ■mem- 
ber of the city, responded to the call of 
the chairman. Al< hough a, candidate, ho 
did not wish to say anyfntng to influence 
their votes in hii favor. He used to think 
that, several years ago, ho was a long 
way ahead of tho times. He referred to 
tlio legislation he had been instrumental 
ie introducing. He then advocated the 
institution of representative government. 
They got it. This question of municipal 
taxation was then drawn specialy to his 
attention. lie brought in a general 
municipal act, providing that the assess- 
ment, of land should be based on its 
front value, irrespective of the property 
upon it. Only last session he introduced 
a general municipal act. He found then 
there was « feeling that there should be a 
difference between land and the improve- 
ments upon that land. Public opinion 
must be educated to these desired re- 
forms. 

Mayor (irant followed. The principle 
could not bo denied as being a just and 
honest one, bub the question was, how 
it was to be brought about on a fair and 
equitable basis? It required a good deal 
of wiso consideration to deal with. He 
would like to see that question adjusted, 
and would like to assist in adjusting it, if 
possible. He was not a single tax advo- 
cate for the purpose of obtaining the peo- 
ple's votes. 

Mr. Wilsoh said that unfortunately for 
the whole of us, we arc not in a position 
to grasp this principle. This was abso- 
lutely a new idea to him, and how was he 
to deal with it 1 To yield an instant ad- 
herence 1 1 this principle would be un- 
wise and dishonest. It had been said 
that it was unjust to tax improvements, 
He was prepared to support that idea, 
but to seek to carry it out brought us 
face to face with serious difficulties. It 
seemed that we were reverting to the 
legislation of our ancestors, because it was 
only a few years ago that taxation was 
levied on the land. And in doing so wo 
aro only travelling back to what is right. 
Wo ought not to accept this matter with- 
out careful and serious consideration. If 
it will do away with the vice and sin and 
poverty that humanity endure, then in 
Heaven's name give us tho single tax. 
(Applause. ) 

Captain Irving made a short speech 
with a great deal in it. He did not 
know anything about this subject, but ho 
would look into it and if be found it was 
good for them they would have it. 

Dr. Millie also spoke, having listened 
with a great deal of interest' to what had 
been said. In that ho found much in- 
cluded in the platform of the opposition. 

Mr. F. D. Richards, discussing the tax 
question, denounced the practice of so 
many people holding land in acreage. If 
taxation were levied as it should lio it 
would force tho owners either to put it 
on the market or improve it. Ho re- 
marked that whereas property within tho 
city limi'S might, be assessed at $1,500 an 
acre, immediately outside it was placed 
at $900 or 81,000 only. Lands within a 
certain radius of a municipality should bo 
taxed for tho benefits which they re- 
ceived from that proxrnity. Taxation 
should bo levied by the government on 
outside property in the same proportion 
as by the city, and then property would 
go on the market. The present system 
of taxation was unjust, and he favored 
ono that was equitable, which the present 
was not. 

Tho resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

The chairman remarked that it would 
be two weeks before the election, and it 
was too soon to make a formal selection 
of candidates. Ho had no doubt that 
those who were present at this meeting 
would wait till later on, and then, they 
would, ho was sure, go a long way to 
rssist the candidate who would go the 
furthest in thoir direction. 

After a voto of thanks to the chairman, 
tho meeting adjourned.

OPERATIONS COMMENCED. 

Tho Wrecker Whltelaw at Work on the Barn- 
ard Castle-Hew It is Proposed to 
Utilize the Old Collier. 

The wrecking steamer Whitelaw, of 
San Francisco, which has arrivod for the 
purpese of raising tho "Barnard Castle," 
wrecked three years back off Bentinck 
Island (Race Rocks), was visited yoster- 
day afternoon by a Colonist reporter, 
who was accorded a very courteous re- 
ception by her owner, Captain Whitelaw. 

A few days since, a partial description 
of the "Whitelaw," h«r gearing, appoint- 
ments, and wrecking outfit, was given in 
these columns, to which may be added 
tho following : H«r net tonnage ia 128, 
and hor lifting capacity 40 tons. Sho can 
pump 72 tons per minute with tho aid of 
her ten pumps. She has tho latest hy- 
draulic apparatus, each machine lifting 
from four to ninety tons. Hor arrange- 
ments for supplying air to tho divers are 
such that sho can attend to six men at 
one and the same time, while thoro 
are attachments and regulators which 
preclude tho possibility of over pressure. 
Moreover, there is a register of tho depth 
to winch every diver goes. There is a re- 
ceiver attached to the compressor, which 
holds enough air to sustain six divers for 
half an hour, in case of a break down, in 
which event, by tho aid of hand pumps, 
sullicient air can be socured to last for an 
indefinite period. 

Tho " Barnard Castle " contained 2,000 
tons of coal, which, it will bo the endea- 
vor of Captain Whitelaw to save, if pos- 
sible. Ho proposes to Bend down his 
divers, who, with the aid of dynamite, 
containing 80 per cent, of glycerine, will 
break up tho hull into pieces within the 
lifting capacity of the vessel. These will 
bo brought up, and then landed by tho 
Whitelaw upon the outer wharf, for 
future disposition. Tho " Barnard 
Castle " lies in thirty feet of water at 
the bow, and fifty-two feet at tho stern. 

The divers will lay the charges of dy- 
namite precisely whore it is desired to 
cut tho metal. On the return of the 
diver the steamer will haul olf some 500 
or GOO feot, on which the charge will be 
fired by electricity, convoyed through 
hose and lead pipe. 

This much accomplished the divers 
will go down again, and attach lifting 
tackle to the pieces that have been torn 
away. The iron plates can bo cut into 
any Bhape, that is required, to be regu- 
lated according as tho blasts are placed. 

The "Whitelnw" isunderstood to bothe 
only wrecking vessel on the Pacific, which 
is ablo to undertake so heavy a job as 
tho one now contemplated. Some time 
hack, it will bo remembered, she raised 
tho S.S. "Umatilla" in tho harbor of 
Esquimalt. Objection had been taken 
then to her coining hero to operate, but 
in the present case her captain obtained a 
special purmit from Ottawa, and the 
customs were treating him very fairly. 
Otherwise it would have been impossible 
for him to carry on this work, in the exe- 
cution of which he expocted to bo ob- 
liged to expend §10,000 in this country. 
The Whitelaw leaves early this morning 
for the scene of operations, atid it is ex- 
pected will be ablo to land portions of 
the wreck this afternoon, on the Outer 
wharf. 



THE STRAITS OF FUCA. 

Port San Juan— A Harbor of Refuge— Survey of 
the Valleys. 

The steamer Alert, Capt. Clark, returned 
from Port San Juan yesterday, having start- 
ed from Victoria at 7 o'clock Thursday 
morning. The weather was very frvorable 
for tho trip. Immense shoals of herring 
were seen sporting in the tide rips and ed 
dies along the straits. With suitable nets 
any quantity could be caught. On arriving 
at Port San Juan, at the call of the Alert's 
whistle, which reverberated alone the beau- 
tiful valleys of tho Cordon and San Juan 
rivers, Chief J l'eter Puclieno speedily ar- 
rived with one of his large war canoes, and 
conveyed ashore the surveying party with 
their instruments, tents and supplies. Mr. 
H. Burnet, the surveyor in charge of the 
party, will at once commence work by es- 
tablishing a meridian line which will con- 
stitute a township meridinn. Captain 
Clark is well acquainted with Port Sa.n 
Juan bay, and although placid as a lake on 
Thursday, knows how it is affected by south 
or south-westerly gales. He thinks that a 
short breakwater, in the east side about 
two-thirds of the distance up tho bay from 
the entrance could be built at comparatively 
small cost, and would furnish a safe harbor 
of refuge in those gales. Captain Devor- 
eaux, late of the Dominion Government 
steamer "Sir James Douglas," is nf opinion 
that the breakwater should be built from 
the west shore and nearer the entrance of 
the bay. Both opinions may be compara- 
tively correct, and it may be that two short 
breakwaters,— that from the west shore 
nearly opposite, but rather further north 
than the eastern, would lie most effective. 
Such a harbor would bo of the greatest 
value and importance at the entrance of the 
straits from the Pacific, where there is no 
other shelter or harbor along the coast south 
of Barclay Sound. From a strategical 
point of view, tho Imperial and Dominion 
Governments should build a breakwater 
sufficient to shelter any vessel in any storm.

THE NOMINATIONS. 

Candidates of the Legislative Assembly 
for nil districts of the province except 
Oassiur were nominated yesterday. The 
Government have good men in the held 
and tho prospect is that it will bo sup- 
ported by a sweeping majority. The 
reason of this is evident to every man 
who thinks. Thu Government has ren- 
dered a good account. Jts members have 
served tho people faithfully and efficient- 
ly. No section of the province has been 
neglected. Its inhabitants, wherever 
they live, whether in town or 
country, near the contres of pop- 
ulation or in the remote and thinly 
peopled sections, see that the govern- 
ment lias done its best for them all. 
No section or dist rict has been overlooked 
or neglected. What the Government 
could do, with the means at its disposal to 
improve their condition, has been done. 
This is a groat thing in the Government's 
favor, and the Opposition see and deplore 
it. For, after all, it is in its attention to 
the people's wants that a government, in 
any of tho provinces of tho Dominion, 
shows its ability and its faithfulness. 
The scope of provincial governments is 
not wide. Their duties are very import- 
ant, and have a direct and immediate 
bearing on the welfare of the people. It 
is their business to see after a large num- 
ber of small matters, each of which does 
not appear to be of very much conse- 
quence; but on the way in which that 
business is transacted tho comfort and 
the conTenience of tho inhabitants of 
the province to a very great extent 
depend. To see that these small matters 
are properly attended to must be the 
policy of tho Government of the Province, 
no matter of whom it is composed or to 
what party it belongs. That the present 
Government has administered the affairs 
of the Province carefully and honestly, no 
ono who baa any regard for the tiuth can 
deny. The people, seeing everywhere 
around them, evidences of the care and 
attention of the < lo\ eminent, feel favor- 
ably disposed towards it. This makes the 
work of the candidate who supports the 
Government comparatively light. The 
electors cuncltule that the Government 
which lias looked well after them in the 
past, will not neglect thoni in the future. 
And their reasoning is sound. 



Our information as to the politics and 
the prospects of the candidates on the 
Mainland is by no means complete. 
With respect fco tho Island more is 
known. 

In this city both sides have a full 
ticket. The Opposition, as usual, boast 
loudly, but the Government canvassers 
speak with great confidence about the 
prospects of their candidates. There is, 
they say, an excellent chance of getting 
all four Government candidates returned. 

The Opposition did not nominate a full 
ticket in Esquimalt District. Appeals 
were made to several gentlemen to stand 
with Mr. Helgesen, but nono of them 
could sec that it was their duty to sacri- 
fice themselves. So Mr. Helgesen must 
suffer for his party alone. Messrs. 
Pooley and Iliggiiis will have a walkover 
in that district. 

In Victoria District., as iii Esquimalt, 
the loaders of the Opposition wore not 
ablo to induco any of their followers to 
bear their standard. It was taken up by 
Mr. Carey, who is a very late acquisition. 
Tt is conceded that Messrs. Anderson 
and Eberta are certain of being returned. 

On tho Islands Messrs, Booth and 
Ford aro tho Government candidates, 
and Mr. Robertson runs in the Opposi- 
tion intorost. It is certain that one or 
other of the Government candidates will 
bo roturned. 

Tho issues in Alberni aro entirely por- 
sonal. Both the candidates are sup- 
porters of tho Government. 

Mr. Keith, tho miners' representative, 



has been returned for Nanaimo. He is, 
we learn, au intelligent and active-mind- 
ed man, who may be, if ho is judicious, 
of much usa to the men who have elected 
him. We greatly regret tho retirement 
from the contest of Mr. Baslam, 
He won for himself during tho single 
session which he sat in the Assembly tho 
esteem and respect of men of both par- 
ties. Ho ia a man of ability and dis- 
cretion and gave promise of being ft moat 
usoful public man. Ho was a representa- 
tive of which any constituency should bo 
proud. Tho province requires such men 
as Mr. Hnslain to do its public work. 

Tho Opposition has by sonio strailgo 
oversight tho District of Nanaimo to 
themselves. It is difficult to understand 
why tho Government is not represented 
among the candidates in the lield. 

From what wo hear Comox will return 
a Government supporter. 

On the Mainland there will be a pretty 
severo contest in several constituencies, 
but we have a notion that there aro some 
very unpleasant surprises in store for cer- 
tain of those sanguine gentlemen who are 
boasting so loudly of what the Opposition 
are going to do in the Mainland Dis- 
tricts, and particularly in the section of 
the Lower Frnser. 

There will be a great deal of hard 
work done in both the Mainland and the 
Island between now and election day, 
and we are satisfied that the more the 
claims of the Government are discussed, 
the stronger will they appear in the eyes 
of all unprejudiced men, 

AD M1SERICORDIAM. 

The appeal to the pity of the electors 
made by Mr. Heaven in the Victoria the- 
atre a few evenings ago was extremely 
foolish. He would have men who find 
no fault with the Government vote for 
Opposition candidates because there must 
bo an Opposition. The leader who makes 
this appeal evidentiy despairs of having a 
majority to support him. Hut why sup- 
port an Opposition that has proved 
itself useless? If the elect rs on 
tho thirteenth of June elect Gov- 
ernment supporters in every d 8- 
trict in the province an Opposition would 
be developed as soon as it was needed. 
Men in this province will never be the 
slavish followers of a bad Government. 
As sron as the Government adopted a 
policy which sensible and independent 
men in the House and in the country con- 
sidered was opposed to the well-being of 
tho Province, it would soon tin J itself 
opposed by men who would do 
all in their power to prevent the 
passage of measurts which they con- 
sidered bad. That would not be a in- re 
official opposition elected to oppose the 
Government whether it did right or 
wrong, or whether its policy was good or 
bad, but an opposition based upon prin- 
ciple, the members of which opposed the 
Government because they were convinced 
that it was pursuing a course injurious to 
tho interests of the country. 

This opposition, if it had good grounds 
for its objections to the policy of the ad- 
ministration, would soon have support in 
the country, and a rearrangement of par- 
ties would be certain to take place. No 
reflecting elector is in the least afraid of 
the Government's being too strong. As 
long as it is a good Government it cannot 
be too strong, and when it becomes cor- 
rupt or unpatriotic it will create for iLself 
enemies both in the Legislature and out 
of it. There is no fear of a provincial 
government being ablo to buy a majority. 

Let the electors send men of ability 
and independent men to illO House of 
Assembly, and no matter how strongly 
they may bo in favor of the present Gov- 
ernment now, as soon as it does what 
they believe is opposed to the interests of 
the province, it will find itself strongly 
and effectually opposed. 

THE uri'OSITION. 

The Opposition are singular'y lacking 
in men of energy, ability and experience. 
Let. the reader go over the list of Opposi- 
tion candidates and he will bo surprised 
to see how few of them have made their 
mark in the province. Most of them are 
very respectable men, but what can he 
cxpeeted of them as representatives of 
tho people ? How many of them aro fit to 
mako a decent show as members of an 
Opposition? And, if, by some miracle, 
enough of them should bo returned to 
form a majority of the now Assembly, 
they would be utterly incompetent to 
carry on tho Government of the provinco 
for twelve months. As wo have seen, 
during the last four years, men are some- 
times returned to tho Legislature wdio are 
too incompetent to perform even decently 
well tho duties that fall to the lot -of 
members of the Opposition. The reader 
has only to see how badly the Opposition, 
during the last four years, did its work, 
to soo that it would be folly to oloi t 
many of tho Opposition candidates shnp'y 
to oppose.

DOMESTIC SERVANTS. 

(lood female servants aro greatly 
needed in this province. It is very diffi- 
cult, ind ed, to get a clean, tidy, willing 
and capable servant girl, no matter what 
wages are offered. It seems strange that 
servants should bo so scarce in this coun- 
try, when there are so many women in 
Great Britain who would make excellent 
servants, who cannot find employment. 
In British Columbia the wages are high 
and employment easily procured; in the 
Old Country wages aro low and situations 
very scarce. A society has been formed, 
tho object of which seems to be to 
equalize matters, to some extent, as 
regards domestic service on the two 
continents. It is called the Pacific 
Coast Employment Society, and its ob- 
ject is to select young women of character 
and capacity in England for employment 
as domestic servan's on tho Pacific Coast. 
Every precaution is taken to send out 
none but women of good character, who 
desire, when they get to this side of the 
Atlantic, to earn an honest living. The 
Hon. Mrs. Joyce, St, John's Croft, 
Winchester Co., Southampton, has under- 
taken the duties of secretary and agent 
on the other side -jf the Atlantic, and the 
Right Rev. Bishop of New Westminster, 
the Rev. Arthur Bennlunds, and B. W. 
Pearse, Esq, of Fernwood, Victoria, are 
to be on the executive committee. 

Our readers will see from this that the 
matter is in pood bands, and that em- 
ployers in this province and intending im- 
migrants in England may feel assured 
that any engagements made by the So- 
ciety will bo carried out in good faith and 
to the letter. There are so many emi- 
gration schemes in England, the main 
object of which is to make money out of 
thu emigrants and those who help them, 
that any new emigration project is looked 
upon with distrust. But the names we 
have mentioned are the best guarantee 
that the .scheme is intended not to profit 
its promoters in a pecuniary way, but to 
benefit young women wanting employ- 
ment in Great Britain and house- 
keepers on tho Pacific Coast, who 
aro greatly in need of female 
servants. 

The scheme is not a charitable one in 
tho ordinary sense of tho word charita- 
ble. It is proposed to help the unem- 
ployed young women, but it is intended 
that they shall, out of their own earnings 
in this country, return the money ad- 
vanced to pay their passage. The sum 
of £'()0 is to be advanced for each young 
woman. The girls are to come out in 
parties of twenty-live under the care of a 
matron, and every precaution is to bo 
taken both on boanl ship and in the 
cars t:> keep them clear of all evil influ- 
ences. They will be well cared for both 
on tho way and after they arrive here un- 
til places are found for them. The ar- 
rangements, as far as they have been de- 
scribed to us, aro very good indeed, and 
quite sufiicieut for the purpose. A good 
girl in coming out with one of these par- 
ties will be exposed to no danger, and 
great pains will be taken to select none 
but good girls. 

The success of the scheme altogether 
depends upon the kind of women who re 
brought out by tho society. It tho 
Society brings out girls of good characto , 
able and willing to work, they will be of 
tho greatest advantage to the Province, 
and will bo a comfort and a help to the 
ladies who employ them. Hut, if tho 
proteges of tho Society are, n the whole, 
unable and unwilling to do their work 
well, if they aro untidy, impudent and 
lax as to their morals, they will no' be of 
any benefit to the housekeepers, and they 
will be anything but a desirable acquisi- 
tion to the community. John Chinaman, 
with all his faults, ia a hundred times 
bettor than such women as these. If 
then, tho Society is to confer benefits on 
British Columbia, tho greatest possible 
care must ho taken in the select ion of the 
young women which it sends. 

We wish the Pacific Coast Employment 
Society every success. Its members are 
engaged in a good work, and we sincerely 
trust that they will do it well.

Barbarous Treatment of Newfoundlanders by 
the Frenchmen. 

Halifax, May 22.— Advices from New- 
foundland say that the fishing schooner 
Advance had arrived at Bonavista. She 
had been in collision with an unknown 
French fisherman, and lost her bowsprit, 
jtbbooni and everything forward of the 
bollards. The crow of tho Advance woro 
barbarously treated by tho Frenchmen. 
They did not oven offer assistance, but 
violently abused t hem and Hung iron be- 
laying pins and n'her missiles at t.hcin. 

A French lishing vessel named Marie 
put into l'ort. an Basque and carried away 
tho nets of a Newfoundlor. The owner 
sought redress from the captain, immod 
Discholl, and narrowly escaped being 
thrown overboard. Legal proceedings 
were taken against the Frenchman, and 
judgment went by default. A policeman 
was sent on board the Marie to arrest 
Capt. Bischell. The Mario was under way 
at the time, and proceeded to sea with 
the Newfoundland policeman on board. 
The people of Port an Basque a ro afraid tho 
French crew will throw iho policeman 
overboard when the vessel gets out to aoa, 
and have telegraphed the facta to the 
government ami the|oaptuin of the French 
warship Indre. These incidents only 
serve to show tho hi' tot- feelings that ex- 
ist between English and French fisher- 
men on the Newfoundland oi ast, and tho 
imminent danger that exists of serious 
trouble in the immediate future. 

Sir William White way, tho premier, 
will proceed to London next, week to con- 
sult with tho imperial authorities, The 
British government refuses to assent to 
tho Newfoundland law prohibiting the 
use of coil traps, unless the French shore 
district is excluded from tho act. 

The lishing brig Louis, from Granville, 
France, sor St. Pierre, dashed upon tho 
rocks at Lawn Point, and then sunk. 
All tho crew were drowned. The mast- 
heads are just above water. The crew 
are supposed to have talon to tho masts 
and heen washed off, us some clothing 
was found fastened to the masthead by n 
man's belt. 

The Newfoundland schooner Margaret 
M. ran ashoro at Littlo Lorraine, C. B., 
in a dense fog yesterday, and is ft total 
wreck.

A GREAT WORK FINISHED. 

The Building Committee of the Jubilee 
Hospital Renders Up its 
Trust. 

Conclusion of an Important Undertak- 
ing—One Train of Success From 
Commencement to Kml. 



The building committee of the Royal 
Jubilee hospital virtually rendered up its 
trust yesterday when the last meeting was 
held in the Hoard of Trade rooms, 
President Thomas R. Smith occupying the 
chair. There were also present Messrs. 
Robt, Ward, Joshua Davies, Alex. Wilson, 
.ind W. M. Chlldlcy, honorary secretary. 
A report to the general committee was pre- 
sented and adopted, it being to the effect 
that the committee having performed, to 
completion, the work assigned to it, wished 
to hand over its trust. Remark was made 
| on the excellent manner in which this work 
had been carried out, making the institu- 
tion equal to any of its kind on the coast, 
j A number of accounts to the. amount of 
I $2,200 having been passed, the committee 
adjourned, sine die. 

I Tho general committee then met, there 
being present, in addition to the members 
of the building committee, Messrs. 
C. E. Redfern, .1. II. Todd, Ueo. 

I Byrnes, Dr. Milne, .las. Pell and His Wor- 
ship Mayor Grant. Tile first duty of this 

I eonunitteeo was to receive the honorary 

| secretary's report that tho new build- 
ing had been taken possession of on 
the 20th instant under very favor- 
able auspices, and the following day 
hud been opened h. brilliant weather by 
His Hoyal Highness the Duke of Con- 
naught, accompanied by the Duchess. The 
report added that the incoming board 
would assume control, under the act of in- 
corporation to-day, the ,'ilst. It was as- 
sented to that permission be asked from the 
proper authorities to fly the Royal stand- 
ard presented to the institution by Mr. 
R. I). Welch, of Liverpool. 

A warm vote of thanks was passed to the 
building committee for their able ami ener- 
getic elicit in bringing everything of which 
they had charge to so successful a conclu- 
sion. 

In a few well-chosen terms, Mr. War 1 
moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Chudley, 
honorary secretary, for his untiring and un- 
selfish zeal in the work of the institution 
from the commencement. Nothing but the 
highest praise could be extended to him in 
recognition of the services he had rendered 
the undertaking. Mr. Ward hoped, 
though, that at some time in the early tu- 
tore some more tangible mark ol apprecia- 
tion would be shown for Mr. Chudley 'a ef- 
forts. 

Mr. Byrnes warmly seconded the proposi- 
tion ami his remarks were supplemented by 
Mr. Redfern and Mayor Grant. President 
Smith remarked that there .vas probably no 
other man in the province who would have 
iloue so much to bring the institution to 
such a success! id issue, as Mr. Chudley had 
been so largely instrumental in doing. Tho 
motion was very heartily passed. 
| In reply, Mr. Chudley dwelt on the fact 
that this was a work on which he had ex- 
[ pended a great deal of thought years ago. 
i lie sa.w the necessity of such an institution 
; when he came here, and he accordingly 
j entered into the project when the time ar- 
j rived. His duties in connection with it had 
| absorbed a great deal of his spare time, but, 
i it was for him a genuine labor of love, and 
I he did not in the least grudge tho time so 
| spoilt. Ho spoke of the valuable support 
! he had received from the committee, who 
had not, at any time, fettered his actions, 
but had co-operated with lii i in . ^noting 
the prosperity and sueees . , . ,,'•>!' the 
I institution. 

I Another vote of thanl. . s t » - -ed to 
the president, Thomas for 
his valuable services thro. m, . prose- 
cution of this work. 

Mr. Smith briefly replitu in his usual 
genial manner, saying that it hail afforded 
him great pleasure to do all that he had done. 

i His duties as chairman had been very con- 
siderahly lightened by the harmony that 
had existed. 

Mr. Byrnes having made a suggestion that 
an efl'ort be made to remove the debt stand- 
ing on the institution, Mr. Fell remarked 
that it was said of churches that they didn't 
seem to prosper without a debt of some 
kind. However, from what he knew of Mr, 
Chudley, Mr.. Pell was sure that the inde- 
fatigable secretary would not rest until the 
entire liability was removed. 

J The president, in a few closing remarks 

; before the committee finally separated, re- 
viewed the work of the committee since its 
formation about three years ago. A great 

j deal of work had been accomplished in that 
time, and throughout all the utmost har- 
mony had prevailed; the only difference, if 
difference it could be called, being in the 
matter of the site. Now all agreed that 

j better location could not be procured, ai 

I that everything hail gone on most satisfu 
torily from purchase of the site for $6,750 
(which is now worth §30,000) to the present, 
It had been one succession of successes. The 
distance of the hospital from town had been 
a source of complaint at lirst, but the street 
cars had intervened and removed that ob- 
stacle. The sale of the old hospital had 
realized more than was anticipated, and 
here again was unexpected help. The 
building and its appointments had met. with 
general satisfaction, and everyone who had 
subscribed fejt certain that their contribu- 
tions would bo properly expended. Mr. 
Smith felt there would be no difficulty in 
maintaining I he elliciency of the hospital. 
It was a happy thought to establish in this 
city a hospital commemorating Her Ma- 
jesty's Jubilee, and the projtct had culmin- 
ated happily in its opening by her son, the 
Duke of Connnugllt. The corner-stone was 
laid in Queen's weather and the completed 
building was opened in Queen's weather. 
And the committee that carried it out per- 

I formed its last duty to-day. In conclusion, 
Mr. Smith referred in terms of praise to the 

I manner in which the contractors ami all 
connected with the work had performed 
their part in, making it the benefit it even 
now had proved itself to the community. 
The meeting then adjourned, sine die. 

noon KINANCIKKINO. 

Xow that the work of building and equip- 
ping the Jubilee Hospital is practically 

ended, it is apparent that the gentlemen 
who have had the establishment of that in- 
stitution in hand have been very capable 

financiers. The first meeting of citizens 

interested in the opening of a new, large 
and well appointed hospital, was held on 
February 21st, IKS7, anil the completed edi- 
fice was opened on May 21st, 1801), by 
H.R.H. the Duke of Cotinuught— just three 
years and three months later. The princi- 
pal delay arose over the vexed question of 
a site; there can now he no doubt in regard 
to the wisdom ot the choice made. The 
property, comprising 1!U acres, was bought 
for $6,760, and judging from tho actual 
sales of land adjoining and opposite, is now 
worth fully $30,000, Much to the credit 
of the contractor, Mr. J. P. Elford, the 
building was handed over by him, without 



a single ton cent piece of "extras" being in- 
cluded. The contract cost of tho building 
Was $nO,05S, aud it could not. bo replaced 
now, by a careful calculation of the in- 
creased cost of labor and material, for less 
than SS0.O0O. The question of lighting the 
building — gas or electricity— remains still in 
abeyance. 

The new board of directors, under tho 
act of incorporation, will probably meet 
about the 8th or 1 0th prox., when one of 
the first subjects they will have to deal 
with (after appointing officers and accept- 
ing supplies for the coming year) will be to 
devise means for paying off the $15,000 
still remaining due on tho contract and 
furnishings. This sum is so small in com- 
parison with the ample security that it is 
to he surmised that it will he very e isily 
disposed of — the new corporation having 
full power to buy, sell or mortgage, 

The harmony existing between tho two 
committees during the entire period of their 
operation has been quite phenomenal — the 
work proceeding rapidly at each meeting, 
and talk being at a discount. 

Mr. Chudley, the honorary secretary, is 
just now besieged with applications. There 
are fid or more ladies,' including trained 
nurses from the hospitals of London and 
New York, who solicit appointment us 
nurses. Strange to say, a great majority of 
the applicants make special mention of the 
fact that they are Presbyterians. Four or 
five applications have been received for the 
position of matron and about as many fur 
the post of medical superintendent.

SIR JOSEPH TRUTOH. 

His Return From an Kxtended Trip to the 
.Mother Land. 

On Thursday evening, ex- Lieut. -Governor 
Sir Joseph Trutch having returned from 
England, a Colonist reporter yesterday 
waited upon him, at Fairfield, with the 
object of welcoming him home again and 
congratulating him upon the Imperial dis- 
tinction which hail been conferred upon 
him. He found Sir Joseph looking the 
picture of health, and withal in the best 
spirits. An interesting conversation en- 
sued, during which the honorable gentle- 
man expressed how greatly he had enjoyed 
his stay in the Mother land; but, he added, 
I am always so glad when I get back to the 
beautiful city of Victoria, and my own 
home. Our reporter having spoken of the 
influence he (Sir Joseph) hud had in bring- 
ing about the union with Canada, ashed Ins 
opinions, after due reflection and experience, 
as to the wisdom of that course. 
The reply was — "You see the growth 
onr city is making and the values which 
property is attaining. They are due to our 
having become part of the Canadian Con- 
federation, and the consequent building of 
the Pacific Railway, which has given us 
connections and communications that wo 
could never have had witliout.it. Really 
ai d truly, 1 have nothing to communicate 
that would be of interest to your readers, 
who will be better posted, generally, than I 
am, after my journey over the ocean and 
across the continent. The mails, the tele 
graph wires, and the newspapers take care 
that the latest news shall be in the people's 
possession. As to my impressions, I found 
matters much about the same as they were 
when I last visited Greut Britain, the condi- 
tions, particularly of the working classes, 
being in no way as some of the United States 
papers would have us believe. Thcirsurro'und. 
logs are better than have been represented 
by many people. When in Montreal I was 
highly gratified to notice the substantial 
signs of progress that woro manifesto!! every 
hand. It is a great, city, and the energy of 
its citizens deserves to be mentioned. As to 
the liohring's Sea question I know nothing, 
but when I was in Ottawa I saw Hon. Mr. 
Topper, who confirmed my own idea that, 
with patience, matters would come out all 
right. I regard the Newfoundland contro- 
versy as one of much more serious import 
than that in which we in British Columbia 
arc more directly concerned. I propose to 
see my friends as early as I possibly can, 
and anything that I may have to say will 
be only of a personal nature."

PUBLIC MEETING AT PLUMPER'S 
l'ASS. 

In proof of tho march of progress, 
largely dopendent on tho liberal expendi- 
ture of tho government in roads, 
wharves, otc. , tho first political meeting 
of any note was held in the school-house, 
on Mayno Island, on Monday, tho 26th 
May. A representative gathering from 
Salt Spring and tho other islands formed 
an attentive and appreciative audience. 

Proceedings commenced at 3 p. m. and 
lasted about two hours. Mr. Figg was 
called to tho chair, and opened the pro- 
ceedings by urging the people to weigh 
well the views of tho several candidates, 
and to remember tho gravity and im- 
portance of the situation, otc. ; then call- 
ing upon Mr. Ford, a candidate in 
favor of tho government policy, to ad- 
dress the meeting. This gentleman, in a 
brief and temperate manner, after en- 
larging upon tho important railway 
schemes that were now in process of de- 
velopment in the province, passed on to a 
review of tho schools' system, advocating 
tho undesirability of tampering with dis- 
trict schools, and finally eating a strong 
protest against government protection of 
high schools. He then went on to say, 
that tho district had not received its just 
share of tho appropriations. Out of 
$27, oOO appropriated for the district, 
$;t,500 only, received. This was not 
fair. Winding up his brief and interest- 
ing speech by stating that the duty of 
members was to see that all got justice, 
as was tho evident intention of ttio gov- 
ernment policy. 

Mr. Dooth, the government represen- 
tative, was then called on to address tho 
meeting. In opening, he said, Bonie 
foil : d fault with his support of opposi- 
tion in former times, but he had acted 
according to his belief and conscience, 
but, with time came overwhelming proof 
of the superiority of the government, and 
their liberal and advanced policy was the 
reason of his change of front. Ho bo- 
lioved in an independent vote and not a 
blind following of party, lie had always 
worked harmoniously with Hon. Mr. 
Uobson in former years, and was suro he 
could do so still. He believed in an ad- 
vanced railway policy. By such means 
lands that were unfit for agricultural 
purposes, could be opened up for mining 
purposes, otc. Tho educational aspect of 
affairs, was a very important one. 
Ho was in favor of common 
schools, but objected to High schools. 
He believed in an ordinary education 
for the masses. 

Mr. Booth then entered upon tho ques- 
tion t f roads, and in an exhaustive man- 
ner tried to show his anxiety to see all 
well served in this important particular. 
For a long time our district existed at the 
tail end of Cowichan, and so in a measure 
had been lost sight oil", in an able man- 
ner he foreshadowed tho policy of the 
government iu tho future in regard to tho 
islands, by subsidizing a daily steamer. 
In concluding, Mr. B. inferred that the 
opposition candidate was like the dog's 
tail wagging tho dog (a dead one at that), 
but it was better for tho people to take 
hold of tho tail of the government and let 
the government wag them. 

Mr. Robertson, the opposition candi- 
date, was then called on to address the 
meeting. He said : "You will be disap- 
pointed in me, as I have not studied the 
railway question in Australia or Canada. 
He considered Mr. Beaven's policy bad, 
and contemptible in some instances, He 
(Mr. 15.) would not be a leader in future, 
unless he promises a liberal policy, He 
was not an oppositionist through pure 
cussedness, but believed it to be neces- 
sary to have some one to oppose tho gov- 
ernment. He disapproved of the govern- 
ment's railway policy and blamed the gov- 
ernment for everything that had gone 
wrong in the province. 

Then followed replies on the part of 
each speaker, and the meeting terminat- 
ed by votes of thanks to the gentlemen 
who had taken the trouble to expound 
their views, and also to the chairman. 

MARTIN RE-APPEARS. 

The Hissing Clergyman Again With lli» 
Family— He Entered aTroppUt Monastery, 
Jiut Ills Domestic Ties WereToo Strong. 

Montreal, May 25. — The leading 
sensation in religious circles for the past 
two weeks was tho disappearance of Rev. 
Mr. Martin, formerly a priest in the 
Church of Rome, but latterly identified 
here with various Pr testant bodies. 
Tho sensation was increased to-night 
when it was known that Martin appeared 
with his wife at the morning service to- 
day at tho Russell hall French Presby- 
terian church on St. Catherine street. 

Martin was seen to night, and he says 
that having become discouraged through 
ill-health and inability to provide for his 
family be made an agreement, with the 
Archbishop to return to the church on 
condition that his family would be pro- 
vided for. He then went down to Anti- 
gonish, N. S., to a Trappist monastery, 
whore the abbot had been instructed to 
receive him as a priest going into retreat, 
hut there he found his domestic ties wore 
too strong, and accordingly he returned 
to his family. Archbishop Fab re was 
seen to-night by the associated pross 
correspondent, and was informed for tho 
first time of tho priest's second apostasy. 
Ho could oiler no reason for his strange 
conduct. 

The Protestant clergy are much per- 
plexed over the man's vagaries, and not a 
littlo chagrined at the faithlessness of 
their protege.

It Doesn't Taka Long to Scatter 
Them in America. 
J „ 

Tliore Aro Not More Than Tlkruo Genera- 
tions Hotwemt Shirt-Sleeves and Shirt- 
Sleeves — A. Common Fallacy 
About Groat VosaosBioiiH. / 

Much ■apprehension is felt and often ex- 
pressed, concerning t'.io concentration of 
enormous wealth in thu hands of a few per- 
sons, tho klou being that a sort of plutocrat- 
ic dynasty may bo established which will 
tend to destroy republican institutions In 
time and to subvert tho liberties of the peo- 
ple. The impression is quite general, says 
the'Sau Francisco Chronicle, that thero is a 
souroe of great danger to tho Nation in 
these gigantic fortunes, and somo reform- 
ers have even gono so far as to propose that 
Uoreditablo wealth shall bo limited by law, 
the ctcccss over a certain sum to go not to 
the rich man's legatees and devisees, but to 
tho State. This idea, however, has n'otbeen 
received with general favor, for it antagon- 
izes the theory of property, which seems too 
deeply seated to bo uprooted even by Henry 
George and bis followers. 

The danger of a dynasty of plutocrats is 
rather imaginary than real. Large fortunes 
become scattered In much less time than 
might be imagined; or, to put it as it has 
been already expressed by an American 
writer, "there aro not more than three gen- 
erations between shirt-sleeves and shirt- 
sleeves." This riso and fall of a fortuao 
could hardly be expressed more tersely and 
opigrummatically, and at the same time 
with more truth. The representative of thu 
first generation takes off his coat and goes 
to work in his shirt-sleeves, and by un- 
ceasing industry accumulates a competence. 
To him succeeds his son, who inherits his 
father's industry, and has, superadded to 
that industry, tho gift of money-making, 
and he dies very rich. Then comes his son, 
m whom the old stock shows marked signs 
of deterioration, and Ins life is given rather 
To spending money than to earning it, so 
that when he dies the fortune which he in- 
heritod boa vanished into thin air, and his 
sou has to pull off his eoat and go to work 
in his shirt-sleeves, as did the founder of 
the family before him. 

This is reducing the ease to the slimmest 
possible terms, for it must bo apparent that 
with a family of sons and daughters the 
acquired fortuno will he dissipated even 
more speedily. Take a few figures by way 
of further illustration: Our imaginary rep- 
resentative of the second generation dies 
worth, let us say, .rJ,(KK),000, but he leaves 
two sons and two daughters. His fortuno 
is then divided into four equal parts, giving 
;50l),0(MJ to each child. Should each of these 
children have four children the share of 
each would be but $125,000, even if the 
original fortune were to remain unimpaired ; 
Out out of sixteen children it is certain that 
at least one-half would be improvident, es- 
pecially if born to a fortune. So it is safe 
to say that by the end of the second genera- 
tion the fortune of $2,000,000 would bavo 
dwindled to $1,000,000, and that a third gen- 
eration would see the money scattered far 
and wide. 

America has presented thus far but two 
exceptions to this rule, in the families of 
tho Astors and the Vanderbilts, and tho 
time lias not yet fully run to say with cer- 
tainty that they are exceptions. But oven 
if they prove to be they do not destroy the 
force of the proposition as a general truth 
that great fortunes can not be held together 
for a very long period, but will becomo 
broken up and scattered, returning to the 
general mass of the wealth of the country 
from which they have been segregated. 

Ot course the aoseuco of the law of pri- 
mogeniture and of tho law of entail makes 
this dissolution of fortune more probable in 
the United States than it would be where 
those laws prevail. In Great Britain landed 
estates descended from generation to gen- 
eration because so strictly entailed that suc- 
cessive holders have what in reality is'only 
a life interest in the land and only one child 
takes that. With us entail is practically 
unknown, and public sentiment, and in 
some States the law itself, insists upon a 
division among all the children, so that it is 
impracticable to transmit real property as 
it is transmitted under English law. This 
does away with any danger of a landed 
aristocracy, and insures the ultimate distri- 
bution of the land among the people. 

Again, there is a common fallacy about 
great fortunes which often leads to con- 
lusion. A man, Jay Gould, for example, is 
spoken of as being worth So0,00il,000 or 
fT5,(XX),000 and we picture him to ourselves 
as sitting in front of his strong box and 
gloating on a mass of gold com which be has 
withdrawn from circulation, and which ho 
might throw into the ocean if ho pleased. 
Tho fact is that his wealth is represented 
in tho main by certain printed or written 
pieces of paper called stocks and bonds, hav- 
ing a certain negotiable value, but each one 
of these; pieces of paper, while it represents 
a certain monthly or annual income for its 
holder, also represents avenues of industry 
for hundreds and thousands of the Amer- 
ican people, to whom tho greatest calamity 
that could befall them would be Jay Gould's 
failure and bankruptcy. 



BLOWING BUBBLES. 



IROK CHAIN MAKING. 

Hot and N'.Wsy Work ItoqolrlnR Consider* 
ttblo Skill and Strength. 
All fenders have seen iron chains, though 
it is to be hoped that nono of them wiil ever 
have to wear one. For all that, they may 
bo glad to know something about the proe- 
2ss of making them, a process thus de- 
scribed by tho Pittsburgh Dispatch: 

The first operation is the making of tho 
links. The material comes in coils, each 
3011 tabling from eighty to one hundred and 
twenty feet of round iron rod, which is of 
lin,lform diameter and of various sizes, cor- 
responding to the different styles of chains. 

A piece of this wire is placed in tho 
groove of a powerful machine, t'.ie wheel is 
started, a twisting motion Imparted, and 
the iron comes forth In a spiral roll, looking 
as the outer strand of a rope might if sep- 
arated from the component part s. 

The groove into which the iron is pressed, 
and the spindle-liko arrangement about 
which the coil is formed, make the coil ex- 
actly uniform throughout, the links being 
tho some distance apart, and of tho same 
sire. Tho machine does its work rapidly; 
but little timo is consumed in converting 
the eight} - or more foot of rod into shape 
for chain links. 

The next step in tho manufacture of a 
chain is tho cutting of tho links. Tho 
spiral coil goes from tho hands of the 
first workman to another who places it in 
a long sheot-iron trough, suspended as high 
as a man's head, one end being considera- 
bly lower than the other. 

One end of the coil is then submitted to 
the operation of the cutting machine, which 
at a single blow strikes off enough of it 
for a chain link. The machine Is regular 
and rapid in its motion. The workman has 
only to hold tho iron la position, and from 
two hundred to two hundred and sovont.y- 
llv-e links are out every minute. They drop 
into a spoilt, and roll therefrom into a small 
curl, which is hauled away when full to the 
welding department. 

So far all the work has been done without 
the agency of heat, but the chain can not 
bo completed without tho aironey of lire. 
The final operation is welding the links 
together. Standing beside a furnace in 
wiiicliti hot natural gas liro is blazing, the 
workman seizes a piece of the white-hot 
metal with his tongs, places it on a die, and 
putting his foot on a treadle causes a spring 
hammer to descend, giving shape to the 
link. 

Two Other turns and two more blows of 
the hammer, and the link is completely 
formed and welded together. Another 
piece is then taken from the lire, and the 
open end deftly slipped around the link 
just formed. It is then opo rated upon just 
as the first link was; another is added, then 
another; tho chain is growing rapidly — 
so fast, indeed, that two feet or moro of it 
has been finished before the red glow has 
died out of the first link wealed. 

Of tho small.chain, which the workman is 
now making, the welding of three thousand 
links is considered a good day's work. Mora 
can be made of a smaller size, and less of a 
larger. It is hot and noisy work.

Measure mi ounce of water for 
each drachm of soap; this can be done with 
a teaspoon — eight spoonfuls making an 
ounce. Having poured the water and put 
the. soap into tho bottle, wo have now to 
await perfect solution, which will happen 
in the course of two or three hours, if tho 
bottle be put in a moderately warm place. 
Then add glycerine to tho soap solution, tho 
quantity varying with our ambition, 1 have 
found that one-half the volume of die solu- 
tion (fives excellent results; that is to 
to ouch ounce of water add one-half ounce 
of glycerine, measuring tho quantities in- 
i-tead of weighing them in both eases. Tho
